But a teaspoon of baking pow- 
der will do no harm in any case and

Charlotte, N. C., Oct. 16.—Grim 
tragedy stalked upon Charlotte’s newly 
finished $300,000 automobile speedway 
late today and just nine days before 
its scheduled christening took the life 
of Ernie Ansterberg, world famous 
driver, who was one of the fourteen 
entrants for the inaugural races Oct.
